Now, without taking note of expense and profit, we
have here a total product of good and inferior cotton
of no less than 930 lbs. to the acre, which, with all
allowances made for first rate soil, careful culture,
and good luck, must be still deemed an extraordina-
ry result. As large a quantity has been, doubtless,
occasionally raised in the United States upon an acre
of good ground ; but we believe the average crop in
good lands in the South does not run beyond three
or four hundred pounds to the acre ; and, in fact, in
looking over an estimate, in one of the late numbers
of DeBow's Commercial Review, for what is called
" a model plantation," we find the crop put ddwn at
300 lbs. per acre. If the experiment pro esl any-
thing, it proves that at least as much cotton and
good cotton, too, as we may see by the prices quoted

Ancient and Modern Labor. The great Pyra-
mid of Egypt cost the labor of one hundred thousand
men for twenty years, exclusive of those who prepar-
ed and collected the materials. The steam engines
of England, alone, worked by thirty-si- x thousand
men, would raise the same quantity of materials to
the same height in eighteen hours, which reckoning
ten hours to the day, and three hundred working
days to the year, would enable the moderns to erect
over 3,000 pyramids in the same time.

Cure for Hydrophobia. M. Arago announced
to the French Academy thatM. d'Hericourt, just re-

turned from his travels in Abyssinia, had brought
with him a medicament, which he has seen employ-
ed with entire success, in cases of confirmed hydro-
phobia.
